Plans were farthered at the Chemical meeting tonight for t 6 he 
proposed picketing of the plant next Tues, we are told, .and ^all 
employees will he warned to carry a union card. The match had a 
notice up at their headquarters today that the Federal Match in Penna, 
and the Palmer Match in Kenraore were now 100$ organized.
